IN QUENTIN TARANTINO’S Reservoir Dogs, 70s tunes permeate the score 
like swamp gas in a monster movie. Throughout the film, Dogs’ collection of 
thieves tune in to “K-Billy, the station where the ’70s survived.” Not since 
the “Singin’ in the Rain” rape scene in A Clockwork Orange has pop music so 
aptly served as a sardonic overture to ultraviolence. Here, the most striking 
juxtapositions of hit tunes and hit-man behavior:

Kitaen married the 
band’s singer, David Coverdale, in 1989; they are now “very amicably” divorced. 

Kitaen will maintain her schedule through December, taping WARP on 
weekdays, doing Hek! during lunch, and flying to Orlando on her week off for 
People. “It keeps me out of the stores,” she jokes. She’s not complaining about 
the travel, either. “I’m a gypsy. It’s hard to keep me in one place for too long,” 
she says.

For his 1991 book, In an Average Lifetime..., 
Heymann took a longer view and discovered that Americans can expect to 
fall in love six times and experience 4,438 orgasms. His fifth and most recent 
compilation offers 203 pages of statistics about the people who hold such 


immense fascination for Americans 
these days—the Japanese. For com- 
parison’s sake, Heymann provides 
footnotes with relevant U.S. statis- 
tics.

AFTER WATCHING her debut, Raw Like 
Sushi, become a smash, Neneh Cherry now

sophomore jinx. The history of pop music is 
littered with artists who were white-hot 
with their first release but never again. 
Wayne Jancik, author of The Billboard Book 
of One-Hit Wonders, reminds us that pop 
“has a built-in obsolescence. You can only be 
new for so long.” ; 

The most extreme example of the phe- 
nomenon is Debby Boone. With her first sin- 
gle as a solo artist, “You Light Up My Life,” 


she was No. 1 in 1977 for 10 weeks. The song and the album by the same name 
both became million sellers. But Boone’s next single only struggled to No. 50. 

More recently, Terence Trent D’Arby’s double-platinum first LP went to 
No. 4 in 1988, but his second died at No. 61. And let’s not forget the Great 
White Hope of rap, Vanilla Ice. After topping the charts in 1990 with his 
7 million-selling To the Extreme, he released Extremely Live, which melted 
down at No. 30 in 1991, selling 500,000 copies. Ice ice baby, indeed. 

Even now, one hotshot rookie may be going down hard. You Gotta Believe, 
Marky Mark’s follow-up to 1991’s platinum Music for the People, entered the 
charts at No. 67, but now it’s dropping faster than his Calvins. —Bob Cannon 
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True to its title, Homebrew has a :

GEORGE AND MARTHA, those 
infamous hippopotami who loved to 
kick up their heavy heels, will revel 
no more: Last week, their creator, 
prolific children’s author and illus- 
trator James Marshall, died of a 
brain tumor at the age of 50. 

Marshall, whose plans to be a 
concert violist were thwarted by 
nerve damage in his hands, devel- 
oped a scribbly drawing style in his 
mid-20s. Generous in both attitude 
and output, he said he delighted 
in his ability to make children 
“scream with laughter.” 

Marshall left behind a legacy of 
more than 70 illustrated works, 
including retellings of “Cinderel- 
la,” “Red Riding Hood,” and Moth- 
er Goose tales, as well as his origi-

nal “Stupid Family” series, books 
whose characters make Homer 
Simpson look like a Rhodes scholar. 

Embraced by critics as well 
as young readers, Marshall re- 
ceived the Caldecott Honor award 
in 1989 for Goldilocks and the 
Three Bears, and his work was in- 
cluded on The New York Times 
Book Review's best-illustrated- 
book-of-the-year list three times. 
“No one around,” the review’s edi- 
tors wrote, “can match Mr. Mar- 
shall’s witty way with words and 
pictures.”
